NORMAN  HELLMERS  NAMED  SUPERINTENDENT  AT 
LINCOLN  HOME  NATIONAL  HISTORIC  SITE 

Norman  Hellmers,  Superintendent  of  Lincoln  Boyhood  National 
Memorial  near  Lincoln  City,  Indiana,  has  been  promoted  to 
Superintendent  of  Lincoln  Home  National  Historic  Site, 
Springfield,  Illinois. 

An  18  year  veteran  of  the  National  Park  Service,  Hellmers  will 
report  for  his  new  assignment  on  April  23,  1990  according  to 
Don  H.  Castleberry,  Midwest  Regional  Director  for  the  NPS. 

Castleberry  said  that  Hellmers'  experience  "exemplifies  the 
finest  traditions  of  National  Park  management.  He  brings  an 
outstanding  background  of  experience  and  education  and  a 
demonstrated  ability  to  work  well  with  the  park's  neighbors. 
I'm  certain  Norm  will  become  a  welcome  addition  to  the 
Springfield  area  and  continue  the  excellent  relationships 
enjoyed  by  his  predecessors.  His  previous  experience  in 
managing  a  Lincoln  historic  site  should  be  an  additional 
asset . " 

A  native  of  New  Orleans,  Louisiana,  Hellmers  graduated  in  1966 
from  Concordia  College  in  River  Forest,  Illinois  with  a 
bachelor's  degree  in  education.  He  did  post-graduate  study  in 
communications  at  the  University  of  Iowa,   Iowa  City. 

Hellmers  began  his  National  Park  Service  career  as  a  park 
technician  at  Gettysburg  National  Military  Park,  Pennsylvania. 
Subsequent  NPS  assignments  have  taken  him  to  George  Washington 
Memorial  Parkway,  Virginia/Maryland;  Shenandoah  National  Park, 
Virginia;   and  Grand  Portage  National  Monument,  Minnesota.  He 
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has  been  the  Superintendent  at  Lincoln  Boyhood  National 
Memorial  since  1981. 

Hellmers  and  "his  wife,  Patricia,  have  two  children.  Jennifer, 
21  and  Jeffrey,  18  will  be  attending  St.  Olaf  College, 
Northfield,  Minnesota. 

Hellmers  will  succeed  Gentry  Davis,  who  was  recently  promoted 
to  National  Capital  Parks-East,  Washington,  D.C. 

The  Lincoln  Home,  located  in  the  heart  of  Springfield, 
Illinois,  is  one  of  the  most  significant  sites  associated  with 
the  life  of  America's  revered  16th  president.  The  only  home 
he  ever  owned,  Lincoln  and  his  family  resided  in  this  house 
for  17  years.  The  recently  restored  and  furnished  historic 
home  has  been  administered  as  a  unit  of  the  NPS  since  1972. 
Approximately  10  million  people,  including  many  foreign 
visitors,  have  come  to  the  Site  to  learn  more  about  Lincoln  as 
a  husband,  father,  neighbor,  politician,  and  finally, 
president-elect .

Throughout  the  year  1989,  the  National  Park  Service  at  Lincoln 
Home  National  Historic  Site  will  observe  the  bicentennial  of  the 
U.S.  presidency  and  the  sesquicentennial  of  the  original 
construction  of  the  Lincoln  Home  in  1839.  All  special  programs 
during  the  year  will  be  presented  in  observance  of  these  two 
anniversaries . 

For  example,  throughout  the  period  from  mid-June  through  mid- 
August,  the  Historic  Site  will  offer  an  intensive  schedule  of 
lectures  and  other  programs  for  the  benefit  of  the  visiting 
public.  A  copy  of  the  schedule  for  these  activities  is  enclosed. 
The  times  and  subject  matter  of  the  presentations  is  subject  to 
change;  for  up-to  date  information  regarding  these  programs  as 
well  as  other  activities  at  the  Site,  please  call  the  Lincoln 
Home  Visitor  Center  at  (217)492-4150. 

The  Lincoln  Home  has  been  a  public  historic  site  since  1887. 
During  the  intervening  years,  original  furnishings  and  other 
objects  used  by  the  Lincolns  have  slowly  returned  to  the  home. 
There  are  presently  67  objects  associated  with  the  Lincoln  family 
within  the  Historic  Site's  museum  collection.  The  National  Park 
Service  is  continuing  to  seek  the  return  of  original  objects  to 
the  Lincoln  Home.  Public  assistance  in  pursuing  this  goal  would 
be  most  welcome.

"battlin"  and  then  "rubbin"  and  "bilin."    Determined,  hardworking,  "wash- 
wimmin"  could  do  a  week's  washing  in  from  four  to  six  hours.

HISTORIC  FURNISHINGS  RETURN  TO  LINCOLN  HOME 

The  National  Park  Service  at  Lincoln  Home  National  Historic  Site 
announces  the  return  of  a  significant  group  of  Lincoln-associated 
furnishings  to  the  Lincoln  Home  in  Springfield,  Illinois  at  9 
a.m.  on  November  27,  1989.  The  24  objects  are  being  transferred 
from  Ford's  Theatre  National  Historic  Site  in  Washington,  D.C. 
The  furnishings  were  discovered  through  intensive  research  which 
is  being  conducted  as  part  of  a  nationwide  search  for  Lincoln 
Home  artifacts. 

The  furnishings  which  will  return  to  Springfield  are  part  of  the 
Oldroyd  Collection,  an  extensive  assemblage  of  Lincoln-related 
objects  put  together  by  Osborn  Oldroyd,  the  first  custodian  of 
the  Lincoln  Home  when  it  became  a  public  historic  site  in  1887. 
During  the  1890 's,  Oldroyd  moved  his  collection  to  Washington, 
D.C.,  where  it  eventually  became  associated  with  Ford's  Theatre. 
Nearly  all  of  the  24  Lincoln  Home  objects  have  been  in  storage 
for  many  years,  where  their  connection  with  the  Springfield 
historic  site  was  virtually  forgotten,  until  they  were 
rediscovered  through  the  current  research  effort. 

This  transfer  of  furnishings  is  part  of  a  major  initiative  to 
return  original  artifacts  to  the  Lincoln  Home.  Called  "The  Great 
Search  for  the  Lost  Lincoln  Furniture,"  this  effort  is 
cosponsored  by  WCVS  Radio,  the  Lincoln  Heritage  Trail  Foundation, 
the  Lincoln  Home  National  Historic  Site,  and  the  Ramadl 
Renaissance  Hotel  of  Springfield.  The  National  Society  of  the 
Colonial  Dames  of  America  in  the  State  of  Illinois  has  also  been 
a  major  supporter  of  the  project.     United  Van  Lines,  represented 
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by  Kenneth  C.  Johnson  and  Larry  A.  Johnson  of  Kenny  Johnson, 
Moving  and  Storage,  Springfield,  Illinois  is  providing 
transportation  for  the  objects  which  are  being  returned  from 
Washington .
